of recovering the stolen property. 
The 


detectives opposed this on the ground 
that the honest men and the pickpockets 
were mingled so closely as not to be dis- 
tinguishable, and, moreover, the thieves 
could fight and would fight. 


"All the thieves returned to Buffalo 


after the fight, and word of their com- 
ing was sent to police headquarters 
from the first landing place. When the 
boat tied up at the foot of Main street, 
a hundred policemen and all the detect- 
ive force were there to meet it. About 
800 or 350 thieves were inarched out 
two abreast and lined up on the wharf. 
They were told that they were to be 
escorted out of town, and they made no 
protest With the policemen and de- 
tectives as herders and drivers, the 
crooks were marched to the central sta- 
tion and corralled there under close 
guard. When a train for New York 
was made up, the thieves were escorted 
aboard it and were watched till it 
reached the city line. 


"A few years later a big gang of 


pickpockets went to another fight nt 
Long Point, hut in size and expertness 
it did not approach the gang that went 
to the Mace-Coburn fight. At the Han- 
Ian-Courtney rowing match at Chau- 
tanqrm lake was another big gathering 
of pickpockets. They had things their 
own way and reaped a big harvest. For 
instance, a detective's pocket was pick- 
ed, but the thief who did the job was 
induced to retnrn the property. Five 
minutes later the detective's pocket was 
picked a second time, and he was so 
chagrined that he did not endeavor to 
recover the plunder. But, as I said, the 
greatest gathering was at the Mace- 
Coburn figbt. It was the last great rally 
of the topnotch crooks, and if yon ask 
any old time crook he will tell you how 
he longs for another such expedition. 
It will never be. There are too many 
detectives now."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

THE PICKPOCKETS FLOCKED TO THE 


MACr-OOBURN FIGHT. 


It \fnt Probably tlic Greatest Gath- 


ering: of I,i^b.t Pinserod Artists oil 
Record—Somu of tlie Amusing Inci- 
dents of nu Eventful 
Day. 


"The greatest gathering of pickpock- 


ets that I ever saw, and, I daresay, the 
greatest bunch that ever assembled, 
rvas at the Macc-Cobnrn fight nt Long 
Point, Canada, on May 11, 1S71," said 
a detective who lias been in the busi- 
ness since 18r>5. "The big fight was 
held in the vicinity of the old light- 
honse on Long Point, and the only way 
to Ret to the ground was by boat from 
Erie or Bnffiilo or by walking a good 
many miles tlirotr_rh Canada. The hoat 
that left Buffalo carried in the neigh- 
borhood of 1,000 perbons. The fact that 
there were a large number of thieves on 
tho vessel \vns noised about, and the 
garnebt persons kept Heir hands on 
their valuables all the time. Strange to 
say, not a touch was made on the way 
over 


"Two vessels, both loaded to their 


fullest capacity, left Erie, Pa., and each 
of these carried a number of pickpock- 
ets. There were nbont a dozen detect- 
ives in the crowd, among them being 
Detective Patrick V. Cnsack of Buffalo, 
Captain Rogers and Detective Sullivan 
of Roche°tor and a few detectives from 
Erie, Pa., and Toronto, Ont 
They 


knew that there was no use in trying to 
put a check on the work of the crooks, 
because there were at least 300 profit 
sional pickpockets in the crowd 
,jnst 


after the spectators bec;an taking their 
places about tbe ring&icle tho faheriff got 
in tbe ring and made a speech like this 
" 'I wish to warn every one against 


pickpockets 
There are hundreds of 


them here.' 


"Tha sheriff stepped out of the ring 


and several men grouped abont him. 
The cent<>il figure of tho group was a 
crook known as Popes. When the sher- 
iff got out of the mix his diamond stud, 
his roll of bilk and big watch were 
mi^sini; 
lie niado known his loss to 


one of tbo detectives, and the detective 
vrlnntcorc'l U recover the property 
Tb" dftectivo was Captain Rogers 
He 


sought Papes, explained the situation 
to liiui anil Papes immediately turned 
ovi r tho sheriff's property, saying that 
h ; had taken it just for a joke 


"I can't br^in to tell yon how many 


pockets wue picked this day Tho fight 
waxed warm and every one was escit- 
od, so the crooks Iiad a fine field to work 
in Pockttbuoka were actually flying in 
the nir Men were accusing honest men 
who sat beside them of touching them. 
Scores of diamond studs were unscrew- 
ed ncd nipped. The mast humorous in- 
cident of the day was the theft of §200 
in bills from a thief who hailed from 
St Louis and was unknown to the New 
York delegation. A New York man 
namedO'Donohuehad got theSt. Louis 
thief's roll, and he returned it when he 
learned his mistake. Some men were 
stripped of everything they had and 
were unable to buy a meal or a drink. 
In such cases the crooks helped them 
along with a small loan, aa they termed 
it. Tho referee of the match was re- 
lieved of his diamond. His bills were in 
an insido pocket and were not touched. 


"Business lagged with the thieves 


after the fight was over. There were 
but few pockets left to pick. Seveial 
men who had been robbed insisted that 
the honest men should band together 
and sttack tbe thieves for the pnrcose

"The average man would be greatly 


surprised to know how far the surgical 
world has moved in the last quarter of 
a century," said a prominent New Or- 
leans practitioner. "It's hard to realize, 
even for one in tho profession. We do 
things as a matter of course at present 
that only a few years ago vror.ld have 
been looked upon us downright murder. 


"I remember buck in the seventies I 


was called to attend a man who was 
shot th-ongh the intestines with buck- 
shot, making a number of perforations. 
I promptly opened tho abdominal cav- 
ity and sewed up the wounds, which aS 
that time was regarded as a wildly dar 
ing operation. The man died from un- 
avoidable complications, and his friends 
were determined to prosecute me for 
killing him. In fact, I had a close 
tqneak from unpleasant consequences, 
for a great many other surgeons con- 
demned rny procedure in the severest 
terms. 


"Jnst think of itl Today things are 


exactly reversed, and a surgeon who 
failed to open the abdomen in such a 
case would undoubtedly be punished for 
malpractice. This is one instance out of 
many. It is no exaggeration to say that 
the modern surgeon saves thousands of 
lives that his earlier brothers would 
have abandoned without an effort. 
'Necessarily fatal' would have been the 
verdict and the sufferer assisted into 
tho valley of the shadow by a merciful 
rpint.p "
